IS LENGTHY DOCUMENT

The house interstate commerce 
committee op ened formal hear­ 
ings (» n the bill itself. The sen­ 
ate group made its p roceedings 
a continuation of the two year 
old investigation. 
Consideration of the federal 
control bill itself was p ostp oned 
until later. 
A number of p rominent Wall 
street brokers were subp oenaed 
before the committee to tell of 
last summer’s huge p ool op era­ 
tions in alcohol stocks. 
Richard Whitney, p resident of 
the New York exchange, also was 
under subp ceno to tell the com­ 
mittee how the m arket’s new 
rule for rep orting of p ool op era­ 
tions has worked. 
In addition, Ferdinand Pecora, 
committee counsel, p rep ared to 
p our into the record a mass of 
data on market op erations culled 
from answers to committee ques­ 
tionnaires to members of all 
stock exchanges. 
This information, said by Pe- 
cora to comp rise the most com­ 
p lete p icture of market op era­ 
tions ever gathered, 
included 
statistics on the number of p ools, 
the amount of marginal trading, 
and other facts.
